Then a daughter Maude, was born 


to the girl, but Schroeder was not 
informed of this until years later 
when he met his lormer wife by acci- 
dent in Oshkosh. 
In the meantime 


the girl had been forced to marry a 
cousin of hers named Dowilng, and 
three 
more children 
were 
born. 


Schroeder had be^n married in the 
meantime. 


Four years after Schroeder again 


met his former wife he was killed in 
a 
railroad 
accident. • Damages 
of 


$10.000 was collected by his second 
wife. 
Schroeder's mother, however, 


informed the court that there was a 
daughter, Maude, but that she would 
have to be found. 
It was charged 


that the second wife was adicted to 
the use of drugs and the money was 
placed in trust for her for five years. 
She received only the interest. Next 
spring the five years 
will have

found, the entire S10.000 will be paid 
the second Mrs. Schroeder.

Their Tools and Strike On 
Sept. 1 . 


Appleton coal dealers were loath to 


predict'a coal shortage for the coming 
winter. Inasmuch as the whole matter 
of supply depends upon whether the 
forecasted anthracite 
miners' strike 


fails to materialize. , 
' 


While one dealer thought it useless 


to excite the buying public with talk 
about strikes and coal shortage, and 
while another dealer frankly admitted 
that many persons have"come to re 
gard the frequent threats about a coal 
shortage as a hoax, yet all dealers in- 
Lervlewed renewed their advice to lay 
in at least a part of the -winter's sup- 
ply of coal at once. 


The advice was given from the ec- 


onomic viewpoint, rather than as a 
warning. Coal retailers would rather 
distribute their sales over the whole 
x'ear than be crowded with orders and 
leliveries in the fall months. 


"Wisconsin is expected to get all its 


iard coal before the close of naviga- 
tlon." it was stated at the Balliet Sup- 
ply company. "But-because the sum- 
mer orders have not been' up to nor 
mal. the coal docks are not filling up 
as rapidly as they.should. 


ALARMED IN BAST 


"How the east views the probability 


of a strike can be seen from the fac\ 
hat an Appleton resident hurried 
lome from the Pennsylvania coal re- 
gions this week in order to lay in his 
vinter's coal supply. 


"The agreement the miners made 


with the operators aCter the strike last 
•ear to go back to work at the old 
vages for one year will expire Aug. 
1. We .don't believe that the men will 
ccept 
a 20 per cent decrease 
in 


.-ages." 
C. L. Marston.of Marston Brothers 
o., said there is no shortage of coal 


now, but it is impossible to say wheth- 
it will be In-the fall. 


"Nevertheless," he said, "we are ad- 


vising our customers to buy their coal 
now for the reason that they can get 
what they want now. Last year they 
were forced to take pea and buck- 
wheat coal when they would have pre- 
ferred something else." 


COAL MOVING SLOWLY 


"It is hard 
to say whether there 


will be a shortage," it was said by 
John Haug. 
"Of course a strike of 


hard coal miners in the fall would be 
more serious than a strike in spring 
such as last year . Coal is selling for 
about the same price as last year, but 
is not moving very fast at this time." 


"I haven't come into contact with 


anyone 
recently who has 
been in 


touch with the situation in the east- 
ern hard coal regions." said John Het. 
tinger of the-Hettinger Lumber com- 
pany, "hence I wouldn't undertake to 
predict anything about a strike or coal 
shortage, although the situation looks 
serious enough. 


"It is hardly necessary for us to ad- 


vise our customers to lay in a good 
supply now. for up to July 1 we had 
the best run In years. A number of 
customers who during the hard coal 
shortage took to.using coke have been 
accustomed to it now. The price of 
ioth hard and soft coal Is practically 
the same as it was lost summer."

'If the miners walk out on Aug. 31 


n the hard coal mines." said R. W. 
Setschow of the 
Ideal Lumber com- 


pany. "then there will absolutely be a 
ccal shortage.

extra session of congress increases with re- 
iteration of the demand by the opponents 
of the administration, particularly those 
•who hold themselves out as the special 
friends of the farmer. 
It is the logical 


and a'droit move by the opposition. Its 
chief business from nem- on until the nest 
election is to discredit }Ir. Harding. One 
of the -ways to do this is to demand of 
him unnecessary or impossible things for 
the alleged benefit of the people, and then 
to denounce him for and make an issue of 
his refusal.

HIRAM JOHNSON'S WAR 


Senator Hiram Johnson says that he 


saw in Europe the slow rumbling approach 
of another conflict. 
"Another 
bloody 


war is in the making. I would prevent it 
if I could: but-if that bloody war is no 
concern of ours and comes from causes of 
which we are no part. I would not send a, 
single American soldier again across the 
seas.': 


No detached observer ever sat on the 


brink of the Niagara gorge and watched 
the whirlpool with mofe soulfree and con- 
fident gaze than Hiram Johnson's as he 
contemplates the world tumbling pellmell 
after the Four Horsemen. How greatly 
the California senator desires to "pre- 
vent" the next war may be judged best 
by his acts. He has persistently and bit- 
terly fought the League of Nations, the 
organization set up to prevent it by world 
cooperation. 
He has leaped joyfully to 


obtain a slice of the monopoly benefits 
for his constituents from the Fordney- 
McCumber high tariff, which was calcu- 
lated to shut off European trade with this 
country and is helping to prevent the~ma- 
terial recovery which is a preliminary.to 
any condition of peace/ He is now fight- 
ing even the world court, a panel of 
judges to. which nations may refer dis- 
putes instead of going to war over them. 


But even more than Senator Johnson's 


past motives, his impression of a future 
war impresses and intrigues us. It may 
be. we are led to assume, one which will 
be "no concern of ours" and which will 
"come from causes of which we are no 
part." 


The lafct war. unless memory fails, 


came from causes of which we were no 
part. For some time it was no "concern 
of ours, and Mr. "THlson won re-election 
by saying so. Then it began to sink our 
ships, and Americans began taking sides, 
and we lost the abstract viewpoint. "vTars 
today are fought by blockade as well as 
by high explosives: they concern every 
nation on earth which wants to carry on 
trade aticl whose nationals own^property 
or wish to transport, their.persons abroad. 
Hiram Johnson knows perfectly well that 
there never will be another major war in 
which the United States will not be con- 
cerned immediately I He knows that we 
are concerned even in the little minor war 
of Turkey and Greece, and have had to 
have a very active ambassador on the 
job at settlement time. 


All Mr. Johnson's statement amounts 


to is a declaration that individual »grand- 
stand effort—the United States standing 
off and urging Europe what to do—is bet- 
ter than teamwork. 
"We have now stood 


off and ~ureed for five years.

COATED TONGUE 


The only way the old doctor had to stop the flow 


of chatter for a moment was to ask the- patient to 
let him see her tongue. From my experience In 
practice I infer that the momentous deductions and 
conclusions the medical fathers were wont to draw 
from the appearance of the tongue were more or less 
influenced by the blessed if brief intervals of sil- 
ence vouchsafed by this ceremony. 


A coated tongue tells a story if it can be re- 


strained long enough for the doctor to inspect it 
thoroughly, but by no means betrays what ails 
the patient. In fact it is unusual to find a healthy 
Individual without any coating on the back of _ the 
tongue. 
Whenever, an illness, acute "or chrome, 


slight or severe, impairs appetite and removes the 
normal inclination t6 masticate food, the tongue 
is sure to become more or less coated or furred. If 
even a. Wealthy individual takes a liquid diet for a 
few days, say a milk ditt. his tongue will probably 
acquire a coating. If one subsists on a diet which 
is too refined and which therefore makes no de- 
mand upon mastication, 'the tongue is likely to wear 
a fur coat. Any considerable loss or defect of the 
teeth, preventing thorough mastication, tends to 
keep a coat on the tongue. 


In some cases a yellow coating on, the back of the 


tongue, noticed particularly in the rnOrning and per- 
haps associated with a disagreeable taste in the 
rr.outh. Is due to reserve peristalsis which' carries 
material back from the stomach or even from the 
duodenum (where the bile is delivered from the 
liver) and deposits it on the tongue. This condi- 
tion is common to many diseases of the digestive 
organs and the bile apparatus, and is a common* 
complaint in just plain overeating1. 
'

tongue. Just what Flecherlsm ie one can best learn 
by reading Horace Fletcher's "The*New Glutton 
or Epicure," and "The A. B. Z. of Our Own Xutri- 
tion." published by the Frederick A. Stokes company 
New York, X. J.. obtainable in most public libra- 
ries. I should caution the layman not to take all 
that Fletcher teaches too seriously., particularly 
not his extreme suggestton of rejecting the residue 
j^iat does not dissolve in' the mouth. 
More thor- 


oughly chewing of every morsel, however, is a 
healthful practice for every body, and it is also 
healthful to select a reasonable proportion of, foods 
which -one can chew with; so_me satisfaction^, The 
unmilled cereals, particularly wheat, make excellent 
chewing. Wheat bran, plain, raw. baked, or in var- 
ious recip.ef. is another satisfactory and wholesome 
thing to cliew on. Lemons, oranges and apples are 
good medicine. TBe salads, fresh fruits and fresh 
vegetables make good chewing:. The skins of pota- 
toes baked with the potatoes are well worth chew- 
ing. Wild rice (unpolished rice) in the*«aw makes 
a good chew, in my judgment. Raw carrots, raw 
potato, and other raw vegetables are fOr's"5m« per- 
sons good^to chew; certainly they are wholeaome 
except perhaps for children under three or four 
years of age. Popcorn is fine chewing when a deli- 
cacy is desired. All of these items are desirable in 
the diet for more than on* reason.

Lighting Has 


Influence On 


Home Moods 


(Floyd W. Parsons, in The World's 


Work.) 
In coming years householder* will 


discover that light possesses a power 
of magical drapery that has greater 
potentiality than any other medium 
accessible to the- hand* of the interior 
decorator. Some of th6 greatest pou- 
sib'litles of life lie In th« things that 
we already h^ve, but fail to use. 


Experts on home illumination now 


tell us that we cannot only eliminate 
ugly and harmful lighting effects in 
our homes.' but that we can at the 
same time make our lighting play an 
important role in homo, 
furnishing 


and decorative art. These same au- 
thorities say 
- that as an 
artistic 


medium it outclasses in possibilities 
draperies, rugs, wall coverings, pic- 
tures and brie a-brac. It is 'actually 
within one's power to handle light 
Just' as an artist would use brush" 
and pigment or as 
a '-decorator 


would handle the 
materials 
with 


which ho achieves .colorful effects. 


In the use of light the householder 


has three variables to work with— 
quantity or intensity, color and dis- 
tribution. Color determines the hue 
and tints of furnishings, walls, drap- 
eries and son on. while distribution 
brings in all the 
light-and-shadow 


effects so essential to an interesting 
interior. One reason 'light has been 
used more as a utility 
than as a 


decorating medium in the -home is 
due to the ignorance of the average 
salesman of lighting fixtures in the 
matter of illumination principles. 


Outdoors, under the influence of na- 


ture, wo usually 
reflect 
natures's 


mood, but indoors our personal moods 
desire to Command 
us. 
Nothing 


possesses greater power to create -or 
alter a mood in the home than a care- 
ful constructed system of lighting. 
The greatest-artist Irrthe business ex- 
plained this to me as follows: 
The 


wall coverings in the various 'rooms 
should be of a light or medium value 
and not strongly colored; otherwise 
the mood of the room is largely fixed 
for a redistribution o£. light cannot 
greatly alter the. values. 


If the walls are of low reflecting 


power compared with the ceiling, a 
great-many times-more light must 
fall upon them than upon the ceiling 
in order to make the walls appear 
as bright as the c*4:ing. If the dif- 
ference in the refecting powers is 
too great it is not practicable to re- 
arrange the values by means of Ifght 
alone. Hence medium or light shades 
are desirable in the wall coverings 
if variety in, lighting effects is to be 
realized. 


Color has played a part in 
the 


lighting of the home through the use 
of silk lamp shades and colored glass- 
ware, but a. simpler procedure is to 
use tinted lamps, especially when an 
effect upon the'room'as a whole is 
desired. 
Strongly Colored light has- 


little' application in lighting the. home:- 
in fact only the delicate* tints'are sit- 
isfactory" for 
general 
illumination. 


JThese are well described as 
tints, 


which are felt rather than'seen. 
., In other words, the 
householder 


should . be conscious"'-of "them only 
through the subtle influence of the 
atmosphere which they provide. The; 
most satisfactory tints are the warm- 
er ones, which approach the 
light 


given off by a dandle flame.f

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Official Traffic Census Reveals 


Sharp Decrease In Use 


Of Noted Highway 


Contrary to traffic conditions on for- 


mer days, autoing on Sundays has 
come to be lighter than on weekdays. 
This is clear -not only from an unoffi- 
cial traffic count taken by Appleton 
firemen a week ago at Oneida and 
Washington-sts, but is borne out in 
the official traffic census conducted by 
*he county highway department on 
ctatc trunk highway 15 at Kimberly 
station Sunday between 6 o'clock in 
the morning to 11 o'clock at night. 


There were 250 fewer automobiles 


than were counted in the last weekday 
census.

There were fewer cars than 
usual between 8 and 9.
